Returning to British Guiana 
after the hostilities he was again 
lattached to the Police and. pass~ 
ing his final law examination in 
1921 was called to the bar at 
Gray's Inn in 1928. After var- 
‘jous positions in the police and 
judical departments of the Colony 
he eventually rose to'be chief 
stipendiary magistrate, in which, 
pust he acted as chairman of sev- 
eral Royal Commissions. 

Mr. ‘Cressall went to Palestine

Soup Kitchens 


Those who came from parts of 
the city were barred off by cor- 
dons to-day from their hcmes be- 
cause the blasting of dangerous 
structures was going on. 

Hundreds of thousands of loaves 
have been sent in from surround- 
ing cities and districts. 

Mcbile canteens at the street 
corners provided mid-day meals. 
Soup kitchens were opened. 

Wrecked public-houses were 
open and dcing a boisterous trade, 
though each customer had to 
bring his own glass, 

Since the middle of the night of 

the raid, while the bombs were 
still dropping regional authorities 
have been in the district trying to 
prevent a breakdown of social 
services, 
{ Miss Florence Horsbrugh, Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Mini- 
stry of Health, came down with 
a staff from London to supervise 
the arrangements for dealing with 
the homeless and to organise the 
remowal of casualties and hospi- 
tal cases, 


Flying Squad 


Ministry of Health inspectors 
over » wide area received an 
SOS telling them to abandon all 
work anu to make for Coventry. 
Those who had cars. brought 
others, and they formed a flying 
squad which linked up and or- 
ganised the shattered organisa- 
tion in Coventry. 

There had been 14 rest centres 
in Coventry. After the bombing 
only tour were fit to function. 

Since then some of the others 
have been restored. 

Nevertheless, by an urgent 
summons in the early hours of 
Friday, centres in Werwickshire, 
Northamptonshire and Leicester- 
shire were called on to throw 
open their doors and receive the 
homeless of Coventry. 

A large service of buses was 
tconcentrated on Coventry, but the 
tremendous difficulty was to get 
thé transport near the scenes of 
the devastation, 

Marshals, under the direction of 
Ministry of Health officials, went 
through: the district with Ministry 
of Information . vans, helping -as 
far as possible, telling the people 
where .to go..

Gently Done 


But they were handled gently 
and tactfully and told by the offt- 
cials that they wanted them to gu 
away for a few days rest to re- 
cover from the shock and while 
things were tidied up for them. 

In the outlying rest centres

“I knew there was a 
purple on, so I didn’t 
hurry for my train.” One 
finds this illustrative sen- 
tence in a brief—a much 
too brief—glossary of war 
slang supplied by “News 
From the Outpost,” a 
news letter issued by 
Americans in Great Bri- 
tain. It seems that a 
“purple” is a preliminary 
warning of the enemy’s 
approach, and, since 
trains run at only fifteen 
Miles an hour during 
raids, it eliminates a com- 
muter’s need for haste. 
Apparently war slang is 
still too small a thing to 


get much into the cables, 
yet in this one word and 
the explanatory sentence 
there is packed more vivid. 
information about the 
morale of the British, the 
nature of air raids and 
the social impact of mo-' 
dern war than could be 
put into a column of the} 
best reporting. A “red” is 
the succeeding stage in 
the attack, when the 
sirens are actually sound- 
ed. The noun “yellow” is 
already obsolete; it re- 
ferred to the situation 
when enemy ‘planes were 
-Known to be over some 
other part of the country. 
“This state,” says the! 
glossary, “is now  per-. 
petual,” so there are no 
more yellows. 


A modern historian of 
ancient Rome would give; 
his soul.for one such frag- 
ment of the argot that 
was actually talked in the, 
Jegionary camps, the fora’ 
or the thermae of the em- 
pire—if, that is, he were 
able to interpret it.

MEDAL 
P.C’S 
ESCAPE 


(By A Correspondent) 

A police-constable who 
‘was recently awarded the 
, George Medal for bravery 
in a raid had a remarkable 
escape in a savage Nazi 
attack on a_ south-east 
coast town. 


A police-box T hed left a few 
seconds before was blown up,” he 
told me. “As T rounded the corn- 
er of a public-house 1 heard the 
rour of a plane @od saw in the 
moonhght bomber not 500ft. 
overhead. 


“A bomb crashed on the other 
side of the public-house. There 
Ware blinding flash and wreckags 
leapt in the air all around me. 
Then another bomb. struck. the 
greund. 1 was almost stunned 
where I stood. A child cried out 
inside the public-house, 1 went in 
and found a five-year-old girl. 1 
tucked her under my cape and 
stumbled along the road until a 
colleague took charge of her, then 
1 collapsed.” 


It was the biggest attack yet 
expermcnced by the town, Although

One military hospital in the 
Nerth of England which has gal- 
lons of blood ready to use at a 
minute's notice has alsa a waiting 
Jist of 2,000 soldiers, all “blood- 
tested" and “typed.” 


They are willing, at any time, 
to give one of their twelve pints 
of bleod to save a comrade’s life. 


Blood transfusion experts are 
en duty night and day at the base 
orpital of the Northern Com- 
mind. The reserve supply is kept 
In pint bottles like milk hotties 
and stored in refrig¢rators, 


Twelve hundred  pints—150 
gaiions—were sent to France by 
air during the fighting. Same 
was used to save fife while 
troops were struggting off the 
Dunkirk beaches, 


In the department of Lieuten- 
ant J. B. Hurl, a young doctor 
who is the blood transfusion offi- 
cer, are bottles of translucent, 
iron-coloured liquid containing the 
plasma. This is the fluid part of 
bleod, left after the red corpas- 
cles, which cause clotting, have 
been extracted. 


Blood, in its normal state, can, 
be kept bettled oruy three weeks. 
Plasma can be kept a year, 


And the Army Blood Trans- 
fusion Service has in the West 
of England a depot where dried 
human blood igs process¢d and 
sent by ‘planes to troops tn the 
far corners of the world. 
There it is reconverted into 

liquid: blood and “transfused” 
from a donor who may be thou- 
sands of miles away.

Evidence is accumulating that 
the United States is badly in need 


of an Esher commission. 


After the South African) war 
had exposed some of the defects 
of the British defence machine, a 
royal commission headed by Lord 
Esher was appointed to make a 
study of the problems of imper- 
ial defence and their relation to 
foreign and economic policies. Out 
of the report of this commission 
grew the organisation known as 
the Committee of Imperial De- 
fence, which in time of war mer— 
ges its identity with that of the 
War Cabinet. In essence, it pro- 
vides a planning and co-ordinat- 
ing agency for the study of the 
defence of the empire and for the 
giving of advice to the duly con- 
stituted authorities on defence 
matters. It has a permanent sec- 
retariat, and a permanent place 
in the governmental structure, 
operating continuously in peace as 
in war. 


The United States possesses no 
such agency. Many proposals ‘have 
been put forward from time to 
time; but obviously what is re- 
quired at the outset is a thoropgh 
study of the whole problem by an 
“Esher commission” composed of 
men of capacity and experience.

To a neutral observer, travelling 
through the British Isles nowa- 
days, the sight of homes and 
buildings wrecked by German 
bombs is not nearly so impressive 
as the spirit of the British people. 

Arrested, now and then, by the 
hideous debris of what once was 
a worker's cosy cottage, or the 
gaunt skeleton of a former office 
building, one may ponder the 
destruction wrought) by “man’s 
inhumanity to man.” 

But one can only marvel at the 
courage of those who, surviving 
such destruction, stil} carry on 
with unflinching cheerfulness and 
contidence., 

For there gs no denying that the 
Nazis have failed in their princi 
pal object, which was the ter- 
rorisation of the civil population, 
By that, they hoped to shatter 
British morale; by that, they hop- 
ed to paralyse British) industries: 
and thus bring about an early 
peace which, alone, would enable 
them to win the present war. 

This failure has been due, pri 
marily, to the abtity of Che Bru 
ish cival population to adapt it 
self to present CIrCln stances, at 
adaplation all the more remark - 
able in a nation that is, by nature, 
comfort-loving,  @asy-golng and 
Peaceful, 

Nazt mentalities being whal 
they are, iwtoos easy to iwederstand 
how they would confuse such qa - 
lities with “decadence”: how they 
would conclude that, since mar. 
tial swagger and rainglorious 
boastings did not hare the same 
appeal ty the British masses as 
they had to their oun, the Brit. 
ish had “gone soft’ 

If anything was needed to prick 
this bubble of Nazi imaxination-. 
or lack of at othe manner in whieh 
the British masses have endured 
the most intensive raids has 
done so effectively and unequivo- 
cally. 

Go where you will in Britain, 
and you wall hear no srousing; 
you will hear no Whinpering nor 
complaining, You will hear only 
Jndipnation vt the brutality of 
Nizi methods: denanee ot Nazi 
military power: and everywhere 
a reiterated determunition that. at 
whatever cost, the war must be 
won, 

What Raids Are Like 

As a War correspondent, I have 
experienced air t 


and as a 
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result this crystallisation of Brit- 
ish sentiment, this stiffening of 
British morale, resulting from in- 
discriminate bombings in Lon- 
don and other British cities and 
towns, did not surprise me, 

My experience has been 
people who have never been in 
air raids imagine them to be 
much worse than they are in rea- 
lity.

The 
worst dwnage was in the poorer 
seclions of the East End. 1 went 
over there, and talked with many 
of those whose homes had been 
destroyed, 

Some of them had been work- 
ing for twenty or thirty years to 
pay for those homes; and, in a 
flash, all their possessions had 
been wiped out. 

Yet. to my amazement, I found 
that they were much more con- 
cerned with heir neighbours’ los- 
ses than with their own, 

“Tin lucky”, one man said — to 
me. “I’ve lost my home. But 
Ive still got my missus, and my 
job. My brother-in-law has lost 
both his missus and his home. 
He's got three kiddies, and no 
job.” 

Another man held up a batter- 
ed suit case. ‘This is all my 


that 


missus ‘and I have to show for 
thirty years of scraping and sav- 
ing,” he said. .“But it’s all part 
of the war—and if our boys give 
it back to them in Berlin, it’s all 
right with us.” 

But the poorer districts weren't 
the only on€és bombed. A_ few 
days later, the Nazis bombed the 
fashionable residential sections of 
the West End, and then, Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

Poor and rich, royalty and com~ 
moners—all were victims of Nazi 
bombs; and all were united, as 
Britons, by a common bond of 
suffering; The rich did what they 
could to help the poor, to find 
other quarters for them, to pro- 
vide food and clothing for them. 
There were thousands of home- 
sless poor. The relief problem was 
gigantic. 
for, Factory workers went te 
their jobs as usual: and industrial 
output was scarcely affected. 

London Takes Cover 

Still, in these early days, there 
was some anxiety; there were 
some people who couldn't «sleep 
because of the noise made by the 
bombs and anti-aircraft: guns —. 
quite a few people, women — es- 
pecially. ‘Then London began. to 
move underground. Queues -ap- 
peared at dusk before the en- 
trances to the big public shelters: 
the doors were drawn open; the 
people flocked in and slept. 

A strange life for Londoners, 
this, burrowing like moles into 
the @arth'’s surface, Not so com- 
fortable as the peacetime life in 
their own homes. But it) was 
safe; and, in time, it became rea- 
sonably comfortable. At least, the 
people got used to it; learned tu 
adapt themselves, 

{t meant a sacrifice of privacy, 
of course; it meant community 
living. 

But it had its advantages, as 
well as disadvantages. It brought 
the people closer together, it made 
them realise that war necessitat- 
ed sacrifices—by all classes alike. 

And life in the shelters wasn't 
so bad. Some of the people brought 
musical instruments, and = enter- 
tained their fellows. Some of the 
women organised knitting or sew- 
ing circles. There was plenty of 
conversation; and there was plenty 
of humour, 


Facing It With A Smile 


Indeed, the war seems to have 
made a special appeal to the Brit- 
ish sense of humour. One. en- 
counters it on all sides. One sees 
it scrawled in chalk on the black- 
boards being used as posters by 
the news vendors.

Coventry. I have seen to-day the efforts which are 
being made. What has impressed me most is the 
way in which the authorities are “applying, under 
difficulties, the lesson of London. 

The bomb devastation, by its very concentra- 
tion, is worse than anything I have found — even 
in London. The death roll was stated to exceed 250.

These ineredible women of 
Conventry climbed over ruins to 
the fragments of their houses, In 
the kitchens, among all the debris, 
they contrived to cook their hus- 
bands’ meals. And in the even- 
ing they went back to the rest 
ecnties in the countiy, where 
their familles were’ being cared 
for. 


Soup Kitchens 


Those who came from parts of 
the city were barred off by cor- 
dons to-day from their homes be- 
cause the blasting of dangerous 
structures was going on. 

Hundreds of thousands of loaves 
have been sent in from surround- 
ing cities and districts. 

Mebile canteens at the street 
corners provided mid-day meals. 
Soup kitchens were opened. 

Wrecked public-houses were 
open and deing a boist@rous trade, 
though each customer had _ ty 
bring his own glass, 

Since the middle of the night of 
the raid, while the bombs were 
still dropping regional authorities 
have been in the district trying to 
prevent a breakdown of social 
services, 

Miss Florence Horsbrugh, Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Mini- 
stry of Health, came down with 
a staff from London to supervise 
the pide ail for dealing with 
the homeless and to organise the 
removal of casualties and hospi- 
tal cases. 


Flying Squad 


Ministry of Health inspectors 
ever oa wide area received an 
SOS teliing them to abandon all 
work ana to make for Coventry. 
Those who had cars brought 
others, and they formed a flying 
squad which linked up and or- 
ganised the shatteftd organisa- 
tion in Coventry. 

There had been 14 rest centres 
in Coventry. After the bombing 
only four were fit to function, 

Since then some of the others 
have been restored. 

Nevertheless, by an urgent 
summons in the early hours of 
Friday, centres in Werwickshire, 
Northamptonshire and Leicester- 
shire were called on to throw 
open their doors and receive the 
homeless of Coventry. 

A large service of buses was 
\concentrated on Coventry, but the 
tremendous difficulty was to get 
the transport near the scenés of 
the devastation, 

“Marshals, under the direction of 
Ministry of Health officials, went 
through the district with Ministry 
of Information vans, helping as 
far as possible, telling the people 
- where to go 


Sleeping Out 
‘It ig trué that’ hundreds slept 


I have been out along the road over which peo- 
ple trekked with their baggage away from the ruins 


the needs of the outraged city. 

I found, in the ballroom of a 
village. hotel, several hundreds of 
peeple comfortably provided, for 
in a well-heated atmosphere with 
abundant mattresses and blankets. 


Soldiers Help 


Here the local soldiers had come 
to the reéscue as a spontaneous 
piece of cooperation, 


In another centre in the sam2 
village 1 found meals being pre- 
pared for hundreds mere in Army 
fleld kitchens. Gradually, the re- 
liet services of the Ministry of 
Health, of the region of the local 
authority. and of all the volun- 
tary services, had cvullected the 
homeless and moved tRem  vut 
rapidly as far as possible from 
the bombed city. 

The people went reluctantly in 
many cases, because their hus- 
bands and working members of 
the family were prepared tu stay 
on and work in Coventry. 


Gently Done 


But they were handled gently 
and tactfully and told by the offl- 
cialg that they wanted them to go 
away for a few days rest to re- 
cover from the shock and while 
things were tidiect up for them. 

In the outlying rest centres 
they were then persuaded, as far 
as pessible, to register for the 
evacuation scheme. 

The hospital arrangements, I 
founec, had been excellent. 

Every hospital in Cceventry had 
been evacuated of its chrenic sick 
and ordinary patients, end even of 
the latest casualties, by noon yn 
Saturday. Most of them had been 
Cleared on Friday. 


The Public Assistance instita- 
tions had been eniptied und the 
gld folk got away and apread over 
hospitals in safe areas. 

Not a single hospital case, @x- 
cept casualties, spent the might 
In Coventry, Thls was done by 
means of a highly organised ser- 
vice of motor-coach ambulances. 
Another comforting fact was 

that in spite of the bombing of 
hospitals in Coventry, not a single 
patient was killed. 


_ Enough Food 


Miss Horsbrugh paid a very 
high tribute to the transport au- 
thoriti¢s in Coventry, who, in spite 
of the catastrophe, had worked 
effectively night und day and 
helped to clear the pcople out. 

ne of the most difficult pro-- 
blems was food, 


The head of the Voluntary Ser- 
vices in Coventry, Mrs. Hydé, was 
able to assure me that there was 
food for everyone left in the city, 
and that the supplies of hot meals 
were freely available. —

ed as her own home. 

“The roof is off,” she said, “but 
the kitchen ceiling is holding, and 
we'll make do with that.” 

She would not teave tiie city 
because she had a job to go td.

One military hospital in the! 
North of England which has gal- 
lons of blood ready to use at a 
minute’s nolice has also a waiting 
list of 2,000 soldiers, all “bfoud- 
tested” and “typed.” 


They are willing, at any time, 
to give one of their twelve pints 
of bicod to save a comrade’s life. 


Blood transfusion experts are 
on duty night and day at the base 


hospital of. the Northern Com- 
mand e teserve supply is kept 
in pint bottles Itke milik bottles 
and stored in refrigcrators, 


Twelve hundred pints—150 
gallons—were sent to France hy 
air during the fighting, Soma 
wae used to save life while 
troops were struggling off the 
Ounkirk beaches. 


In the department of Lieuten- 
ant J. B. Hurl, a young doctor 
who is the blood transfusion offi- 
cer, are bottles of  tramstucent, 
fron-coloured Hiquid containing the 
plasina. This ts the fluid part of 
blood, left after the red corpus~ 
cles, which cause clotting, have 
been extracted. 


Blood, in its normal state, can 
be kept bottled oniy three weeks. 
Plasma can be kept a year. 


And the Army Blood Trans- 
fusion Service has In the West 
of England a depot where dried 
human blood is processed and 
sent by ‘planes to troops in the 
far.corners of the wortd. 
There it is reconverted into 

liquid blood and “transfused” 
from a donor who may be thou- 
sands of miles away.

HOW TO

N a recent article we read 

how Jim Gully of the 
Royal Horse Guards out- 
pointed Pte. Bradshaw of 
Canada. Gully tells here 
how he developed a big 
punch. On being asked, 
Gully said that consider- 
ing how few great boxers 
of the English school have 
possessed a real dig, it is 
a surprisingly easy ques- 
tion to answer. 

The boxers must be prepared to 
spend half an hour every day do- 
ing one particular job in the 
gymnasium, He must make a 
mark on the heavy bag, and teach 
himself to punch that mark with 
al his weight and a bit more. 

It will take a week to learn, 
or discover how to land one 
punch, so a year Is the reason~ 
able period of self instruction. 

Try the right hook to the body 

Make a mark on the bag at 
correct height and find out 
how to stand and how far away 
to be. Make sure the left hand is ¢ 
held so as to protect the chin and 
then practice until you are “mak- 
ing a hole” in the bag. :

There had been 14 rest centres 
in. Coventry. After the boribing 
only four were fit to function. 

Since then some of the others 
have been restored.

Gradually, the re- 
Uet services of the Ministry of 
Health, of the region of the local 
authority. and of all the votun- 
tary services, had collected the 
homeless and moved them out 
rapidly as far as possible from 
the bombed city. 

The people went reluctantly in 
many cases, because their hus- 
bands and working members of 
the family were prepared to stuy 
on and work in Coventry. 


Gently Done 


But they were handled gently 
and tactfully and told by the offt- 
Cials that they wanted them to go

It seems that a 
‘purple” is a preliminary 
warning of the enemy’s 
approach, and, since 
trains run at only fifteen 
miles an hour during 
raids, it eliminates a com- 
muter’s need for haste.

there is packed more vivid: 


information about the 
morale of the British, the 
nature of air raids and 
the social impact of mo- 
dern war than could be 
put into a column of the 
best reporting. A “red” is 
the succeeding stage in 
the attack, when the 
sirens are actually sound- 
ed. The noun “yellow” is 
already obsolete; it re- 
ferred to the situation 
when enemy ’planes were 
known to be over some 
other part of the country.

- Aircraft from the Eagle havo 
delivered tornedo attacks against 
‘units of the Italian fleet at sea, 
‘and upon enemy ships at Tobruk 
and Augusta, These attacks have 
aceounted for the destruction or 
disablement of the Italian cruiser

“A bomb crashed on the other 
side ef the public-house, There 
war » blinding flash and wreckage 
leapt in the air all around me, 
Then another bomb struck the 
ground, I was almost stunned 
where | stood. A child cried out 
inside the public-house. I went in 
and found a five-year-old girl. 1 
tucked her under my cupe and 
stumbled along the road until a 
colleague took charge of her, then 
1 collapsed.” 


tt was the biggest attack yet 
experienced by the town. Although 
a number of working-class hours 
were demolished and others badly 
damaged the loss of lile was pro- 
portionately small, 


Mrs. H. W. Bond, who was serv- 
ing ‘ree refreshments to rescue 
workers in her badly battercd tea 
shop, typified the courage of the 
victims, “Hitler has done his 
worst to us,” she said to me. “Now

U.S. Detence Needs 


Evidence is accumulating that 
the United States is badly in need 


of un Esher commission. 


After the South African war 


had exposed some of the defects 
of the British defence machine, a 
roval commission headed by Lord 
Esher was appointed to make 
study of the problems of imper- 
jal defence and their relation to 
foreign and economic policies. Out 
of the report of this commission 
grew the organisation known as 
the Committee of Imperial De- 
fence, which in time of war tner- 
yes its identity with that of the 
War Cabinet, In ess€nce, it pro- 
vides a planning and co-ordinat- 
ing agency for the study of the 
defence of the empire and for the 
giving of advice to the duly con- 
stituted uuthorities on defence 
matters. It has a permanent sec- 
retariat, and a permanent place 
in the governmental structure, 
operating continuously in peace as 
in war. 


The United States possesses no 
such agency. Many proposals have 
been put forward from time to 
time; but obviously what is re- 
quired at the outset is a thorough 
study:of the ‘whole problem by an. 
“Esher commission” composed of - 
men of capacity and expérience- . 
of such standing as to command 
public: ‘confiderice, and with ac 
rcess to all the information ’in: pos- 
session of'the various departments 
and agencies of the government, 
and to all the advice of those 
currently engaged in dealing with

Purposes Must: Be 
Défined 

But that the effort must be 
made is apparent, growing more 
so every day. The present de- 
fence commission is concerned 
with procurement only. Suppose 
it is required to produce 50,000 
‘planes. The soldier will say, 
Where 
are you going to operate? Over 
what distances? Against what 
kind of targets? Under what cor- 
ditions? Do you want all bomb- 
ers, long range or short range, or 
do you want pursuit ‘planes, ob- 
servation ‘planes, and so on?” 


In other words, in every majon 
decision of procur€ment there are 
tactical, strategical and political 
elements which must be consider- 
ed. There is no way of providing 
a fighting foree or a munitions in- 
dustry which will be worth any- 
thing at all without deciding what 
purpose this force or this indus- 
try is meant to serve, and under 
what conditions it may be re- 
quired to'operate. No one is now 
making these decisions, or if they 
are ‘being made the country is 
not being informed of it. 

It may-well-be suggested’ that 
no greater measure toward assur- 
ing the public ‘conftdence and in- 
déed public enthusiasm in and for 
the defence programme could be 
taken ‘than the resolution of ‘some 
of these difficulties, the bringing 
of some degree of order out of 
the present confusion. The re- 
sources of this nation are not in- 
finite, nor is the time at our dis— 
posal. The best use of those re- 
sources, and of that precious ard 
perhaps dwindling time margin, 
can only be made if we now be- 
‘gin-to -sort’théem out into some- 


. thing resembling. a pattern of 


military ‘arid ‘political order, rath- 
er than the kaleidoscopic mess 
which is all that even informed 
observers can now perceive.

‘To a neutral observer, travelling 
through the British Isles nowa~ 
days, the sight of homes and 
buildings wrecked by German 
bombs is not nearly so impressive 
as the spirit of the British people. 

Arrested, now and then, by the 
hideous debris of what once was 
a worker's cosy cottage, or the 
gaunt skeleton of a former office 
building, one may ponder the 
destruction wrought) by “man’s 
inhwnanity to man.” 

But one ean only marvel at the 
courage of those who, Stureviving 
such destruction, still carry oon 
with unflinching cheerfulness ane 
confidence 

For there is no denying that the 
Nazis have fared in therm prince: 
pal object, which was the ter- 
yorisation of the emi population, 
By that, they hoped to shatter 
British merale; by that, they bop- 
ed to paralyse British imdustries; 
and thus bring about oan carly 
peace which, alone, would enable 
them te wan the present war, 

This fatlure has been dae, pre 
marily, to the ability of the Brit 
ish civil population to adapt it. 
self to present circumstances, an 
adaptation all the more remark - 
able ina nation that is, by nature, 
comfort-loving,  @asy-gotng and 
peaceful, 

Nazi mentalities being what 
they are, it is easy to understand 
how they would confuse such qua— 
lilies with “decadence”; how they 
would conclude that, since mar- 
tial swagger and vainglorious 
boastings did not have Uie same 
appeal to the British masses as 
they had to their own, the Brit- 
ish had “gure soft.” 

If anything was needed to prick 
this bubble of Nazi imagination— 
or lack of it—-the manner in which 
the British masses have endured 
the most intensive raids has 
done sv effectively and unequivo- 
cally. 

Go where you will in Britain, 
and you will hear no grousing; 
you will hear no whimpering nor 
complaining. You will hear only 
indignation at the brutality of 
Nazi methods; detiance of Nazi 
military power; and everywhere 
a reiterated determination that, at 
whatever cost, the war must be 
won, 


What Raids Are Like 

As a war correspondent, I have 
experienced air raids in Finland, 
Norway and elsewhere, and as a 
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result this crystalisation of Brit- 
ish sentiment, this stiffening of 
British morale, resulting from in- 
discriminate bombings in Lon- 
don and other British cities and 
towns, did not surprise me. 

My experience has been that 
people who have never been in 
air raids imagine then to be 
much worse than they are in rea- 
lity. 

That is, perhaps, only natural. 
Newspaper accounts of hundreds 
killed by bombs, and whole city 
blocks in ruins, fire imaginations.

And, on occasion, when investi - 
gating reports of the destruction 
of whole city blocks, I have been 
surprised to And that the dam- 
age was, in fact, confined to three 
or four buildings in the block. 


How They Took it 


On September 7, when the Nazis 
began their intensive raids, I was 
in London. The raid, on that 
particular day, was one of the 
worst London has had. Few of 
the others since compared with it. 
1 made it a point to observe the 
reactions of the people. The 
worst damage was in the poorer 
sections of the East End. I went 
over there, and talked with many 
of those whose homes had been 
destroyed. 

Some of them had :en work- 
ing for twenty or thirly years to 
pay fur those homes; and, in a 
flash, all their possessions had 
been wiped out. 

Yet, to my amazement, I found 
that they wete much more con- 
cerned with their neighbours’ los- 
ses than with their own. 

“I'm lucky”, one man said to 
me. “I've lost my home. But 
I've still got my missus, and my 
job. My brother-in-law has lost 
both his missus and his home. 
He’s got three kiddies, and no 
job.” 

Another man held up a batter- 
ed suit case. “This is all my

missus and I have to show for 
thirty years of scraping and sav- 
ing,” he said. “But it’s all part 
of the war—and if our boys.give 
it back to them in Berlin, it’s all 
right with us.” 

But the poorer districts weren't 
the only ones bombed. A few 
days later, the Nazis bombed the 
fashionable residential sections of 
the West End, and then, Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

Poor and rich, royalty and com-~ 
moners—all were victims of Nazi 
bombs; and all were united, as 
Britons, by a common bond of 
suffering; The rich did what they 
could to help the poor, to find 
other quarters for them, to pro- 
vide food and clothing for them. 
There were thousands of home- 
less poor. ‘The relief problem was 
gigantic. But they were cared 
for. Factory workers went to 
their jobs as usual: and industrial 
output was scarcely affected, 

London Takes Cover 

Sill, in these early days, there 
was some anxiety; there were 
some people who couldn't. sleep 
because of the noise made by the 
bombs and anti-aircraft guns —- 
quite a few people, women es- 
pecially. Then London began to 
move underground. Queues ap- 
peared at dusk before the en- 
trances to the big public shelters; 
the doors were drawn open; the 
people flocked in-~and slept, 

A. strange life for Londoners, 
this, burrowing like motes into 
the earth's surface. Not so com- 
fortable as the peacetime life in 
their own homes. But it was 
safe; and, in time, it became rea- 
sonably comfortable. At least, the 
people got used to it; learned to 
adapt themselves. 

St meant a sacrifice of privacy, 
of course; it meant community 
living. 

But it had its advantages, as 
well as disadvantages. It brought 
the people closer togeffter; it made 
them realise that war necessitat- 
ed sacrifices—by all classes Alike. 

And life in the shelters wasn’t 
so bad. Some of the people brought 
musical instruments, and enter- 
tained their fellows. Some of the 
women organised knitting or sew- 
ing circles. There was plenty of 
conversation; and there was plenty 
of humour, 


Facing It With A Smile 


Indeed, the war s€ems to havé 
made a special appeal to the Brit- 
ish sense of humour. One en- 
counters it on all sides. One sees 
it scrawled in chalk on the black- 
boards being used as posters by 
the news vendors. 
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A bearded Itallan airman seen In London. (Copyright, Fox)., . 


“Italy wins the Boat Race” was 
how one newsvendor described the 
retreat of Italian naval forces be- 
fore units of the British Medit- 
erranean Fleet. 


Shopkeepers, too, are contri- 
buting their share. In one street, 
where the windows of most of 
the shops were shattered by a 
bomb explosion, one shop hung 
out a sign: “Open as _ Usual.” 
Whereupon the sbop next door 
hung out a sign: ‘More Open 
Than Usual.” 

That, after weeks of intensive 
air raids, is the spirit of the
